ty in the Territory and to have, use, exercise, and enjoy, 
power*, he the same powers and authorities, rights* privileges* and 



pre eminences, as were bad, used, exercised, and enjoyed, 
hy the said Superior Courts heretofore; except, where it Exceptions.
